The victim was identified by Crawford County Sheriff’s 
deputies as Stacey Ann Price, 8, of Flint. 

According to the police repor:, a Michigan State Police Fire 
Marshall was called in from Gaylord to assist in the investigation of 
the fire that was reported about 4:50 a.m. at a campsite located in 
Beaver Creek Township off old-27. Undersheriff Dean Goss said the 
trailer was completely destroyed but a six-year old brother of the 
victim, Raymond Price, was apparently awakened by flames and 
managed to escape with only minor burns. 

Goss said the flames consumed the trailer so quickly that it was 
completely destroyed by the time firefighters from Grayling 
artived at the scene. 

Police say the victim and her brother -vere apparently asleep 
in the 16-foot trailer while their father, Ronald Dale Price, 34, occu- 
pied a vehicle parked nearby. 

Goss said the flares apparently spread so rapidly that any at- 
tempt by the father toe rescue the youngster were virtually im- 
possible. :

Action by the Grayling City 
Council June 1st to engage in an 
interlocal agreement with the 
Board of Commissioners and 
Grayling Township has of- 
ficially set the wheels in motion 
to form a Transportation 
Authority in Crawford County. 

According to Crawford Coun- 
ty Public Transit Coordinator 
Chet Johnston, the umbrella 
treaty paves the way for more 
effective operation and control 
of all public transportation mat- 
ters in the county, including 
Dial-A-Ride. 

Grayling Township Supervi- 
sor Bernie Fowler addressed 
city council members June 1 on 
behalf of the township and coun- 
ty board, both of whom had 
passed earlier resolutions sup- 


porting the joint effort. 
Johnston said the three 
governmental bodies had 


finally agreed on all language in 
the pact and were now awaiting 
final paperwork from the 
Michigan Public Transpor- 
tation Commission. The agree- 
ment will be reviewed one more 
time here before it is submitted 
to the Attorney General and 
Governor for approval, John- 
ston said, an action in Lansing 
expected to take about six mon- 
ths. 

Once the Authority is estab- 
lished, Johnston said ail modes 
of public transportation in the 
county will fall under the con- 
trol of the one governing body. 
This will include Dial-A-Ride, 
Grayling’s McNamara Airport, 
rail and bus service, rent-a-car 
operations, etc. Those im- 
mediately affected would be 
C.C.P.T, and the airport. 

It is expected the Authority 
will be controlled by a Board of 
Directors, probably five, John- 
ston indicated, relieving the 
Board of Commissioners from 
the day to day responsibility of 
public transit. Members will be 
appointed by the governing 
bodies entering into the agree- 
ment. 

Transportation matters will 
be the sole concern of the tran- 
sit board, although the panel

Potential cuts in school pro- 
grams and personnel reduc- 
tions were outlined by Supt. Bill 
Diedrich Monday night, an an- 
nouncement that startled board 
members and left a larger-than- 
usual group of spectators sitting 
in stunned silence. 

Many in the audience were 
school employees who heard 
their jobs being methodically 
eliminated as Diedrich review- 
ed 33 possible moves that would 
chop over $700,000 from next 
year’s operating budget. Con- 
sideration of the plan was made 
necessary by last week’s voter 
turndown of the 5.70 added 
operating millage. 

In a prefacing remark, Died- 
rich said implementation of the 


plan would mean _ that 
Crawford-AuSable studenis 
would receive only a 


“mediocre’’ education here at 
best. He said elimination of any 
one of the 33 services being con- 
sidered would result in parents 


complaining to the board 
regularly about reduced 
programs. 


Referring to preparation of 
the potential cut list, Diedrich 
Said, “It was one of the most 
painful tasks I have had to do in 
my administrative career. We 
if these cuts are made—we will 
not even have a mediocre 
educational program’’, 

No decision to implement the 
austerity plan was made Mon- 
day night. Rather the Board 
agreed to follow a recommen- 
dation by Diedrich to form 
citizen groups to study the 
financial plight of the district 
with an eye toward a possible 
second millage vote in late 
August. 


‘ The recommendation follows 


a carefully laid time frame that 
lays the groundwork for an 
election on August 31, just 
before school is scheduled to 
begin, that is if the citizen group 
can develop a proposal the 
Board agrees is compatible 
with the community, 

Although the Board agreed 
finally to move ahead with the 
recommendation, it was met 
initially with some mixed reac- 
tion from individual members, 
notably Mary Allen, who said 
the Board ‘‘would be spinning 
its wheels’’ to go to the public 
for help considering what hap- 
pened on the middle school con- 
struction program. 

But Board President Kathy 
Burkley summed up the overall 
sentiment of the group when she 
said, “I don’t see where we 
have any choice at this point.” 
(See It’s News Here). 

Full text of the potential pro- 
gram/services list will appear 
in next week’s Avalanche, but 
following are some of the key 
items Diedrich offered for 
board consideration:

Men cutting timber from pine 
forests in Crawford County 
helped carve out and settle 20 
towns in the county during the 
late 1800's. 

Now, a century later, the pine 
forests have reclaimed 17 of the 
lumber boom towns. 

Grayling, which began in 1872 
and was named after a sporting 
fish in the AuSable, has sur- 
vived. So has Frederic, which 
began in 1874 as a railroad 
refueling stop, and Lovells, 
which started as a sawmill site 
in 1874, 

Hardly anything remains of 
the other towns. A cemetery is 
left at Pere Cheney, a farm- 
house still stands at FE] Dorado, 
and parts of buildings remain at 
Deward, but the others have 
become part of the forest once 
again. 

Bucks Crossing, at the inter- 
section of Stephan Bridge Road 
and Lewiston Grade, started in 
1870 as a railroad stopping 
place.

Other towns that sprang up 
along old Central Michigan rail- 
road lines include Horrigan, 
Kneeland, Smiths, Dana, and 
Alexander. 

Horrigan was located four 
miles southeast of Grayling; 
Kneeland, started in 1889, was 
located at the intersection of the 
AuSable east branch and the 
Lewiston Grade; Smiths was 
located just southeast of 
Deward; Dana was located at 
the northeast corner of the 
counly, and Alexander, started 
in 1989, was located five miles 
northeast on the Lewiston 
Grade. 

Sigsbee, located about nine 
miles east of Grayling near 
North Down Ktiver Koad, star- 
ted as a Summer resort town by 
the AuSable. It received a post 
office in 1899 and the post office 
remained until 1928. Sigsbee 
was named after Captain 
Charles 1D. Sigsbee, the com- 
mander of the Maine when it 
was blown up in the Havana 
harbor in 1898. 

Wellington, located near the 
intersection of Military and 
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Five Mile Road, was named af- 
ter a Crawford County official. 
Coy, located near the inter- 
section of M-18 and F-97, was 
named after Harry Coy 
Newton, a settler in the area. 

Hard to find records leave us 
to only guess how Appenzell, 
located about one mile east of 
the intersection of North Down 
River Road and Chase Bridg 
Road, was named. , 

Three towns in the county lost 
their identity to larger towns. 
Judges was started along the 
railroad line just south of 
Lovells but faded away after its 
post office was moved to 
Lovells. 

Faith began in 1882 just east 
of Frederic and had its own post 
office one year before becoming 
connected with Frederic. 

Crawford was a railroad sta- 
tion just south of Grayling in 
1876 but didn’t last long as a 
separate town, 

Hardgrove, located about 
seven miles east of Frederic, 
wasn’t eliminated by competi- 
tion from another town but 
faded away peacefully - return- 
ing to the woods which helped 
build it.

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Oh, how it must hurt for a member of 
the Legislature to vote to a tax increase, 
any tax increase. 

This was very evident during last 
week's maneuvering to get the necessary 
majority vote in the House and Senate to 
give the approval to the City of Detroit to 
raise its resident and non-resident income 
tax by one percent each. 

It was difficult for members even 
though the citizens of Detroit would 
make the ultimate decision on the tax 
during a special June 28 election. 

The highly controversial city income 
tax increase for both residents and non- 
resident commuters narrowly passed in 
the House and after seven hours of 
wrangling, and-three separate votes, the 
Senate was able to put the 20 votes 
together to approve the tax. 

However, the Senate, in reality only 
put up 19 votes, but due to a 19-19 tie 
(something that happens very seldom 
with everyone present and voting), Lieu- 
tenant Governor James Brickley cast the 
tie-breaking vote and cleared the way for 
the city voters to decide. 

The tax package was designed by 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young and a 
blue-ribbon groups of Detroit business, 
labor and civic leaders to allow the city to 
help itself out of its current fiscal crisis. 

The House debate on the income tax 
bill often became bitter with overtones of 
black vs. white and city vs. suburban and 
city vs. outstate. 

Nerves were on edge during the entire 
legislative process with Mayor Young 
calling Governor William G. Milliken and 
legislative leaders nearly every name in 
the book after early efforts for passage 
broke down.

‘Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 


This month marks the 15th 
year that I have been stationed 
at the Hartwick Pines State 
Park and while it does not seem 
like that much time has passed, 
all I need do is look at several 
trees near the Interpretive Cen- 
ter to realize that a fair number 
of seasons have come and gone. 

Pines, especially the Red and 
White Pines, produce a whor] of 
branches each year. By coun- 
ting spaces between the whorls, 
you can get a good idea of how 
old the tree is. This method is 
not fail-proof, but on pines to 
around fifty feet tall, it works 
pretty well. Those trees I men- 
tioned earlier were only eight 
feet or so tall fifteen years ago; 
now they are easily crowding 
twenty-five feet, 

The trees are not the only 
thing changing. Fifteen years 
ago, twelve school groups 
scheduled my time for a guided 
hike or tour, as some call a walk 
through the Pines. In 1980, one 
hundred groups scheduled time 
for a tour. These groups range 
in age from first graders to a 
group of school teachers and, 
needless to say, the method of 
presentation has to change with 
each age level. It gets rather in- 
teresting when changing from a 
group of first graders.to adults 
in the course of one day. 

The amount of material avail- 
able on logging seems to have 
increased also, making it easier 
to add more variety to the story 
of our Michigan loggers. As I 
have said before, a guided tour 
is more than just a walk 
through the Tall Timber; it is a 
journey into yesterday. 

I have been asked if it doesn’t 
get boring to tell virtually the 
same story over and over. The 
answer is no, since each group 
is new and thus they deserve a 
fresh telling of the logging 
story. The enthusiasm of each 
group is one thing which has not 
changed over the years, so per- 
haps that is why I still like my 
job after all this time and why I 
look forward to each group’s 
visit.
